ETHIOPIA AND

There has been a tendency 
lately to treat the JEthiopian 
question ‘and the — situation 
‘created by Germany's re-occupn- 
tion of the Rhineland as two 
wholly distinct problems: which 
bear no relationship to one an- 
other. One result of this ten- 
dency was seen in a-recent sug- 
gestion in some quarters which 
went the length of advocating 
the calling off of sanctions 
against Italy in order that Italy 
might join ‘in applying sanctions 
against Germany. The absur- 
dity of such a step has been 
fully realised by :the British 
public, just as it has been clear 
that there is a fundamental 
difference - between | marching 
troops into a province of one’s 
own country and sending them 
over the frontier to attack a 
neighbour with aerial bombard- 
ment and poison gas. But, al- 
though that difference has been 
manifest, there has been a ten- 
dency of late.in' Europe to for- 
get the Ethiopian question 
simply because of the emergence 
of another problem nearer home. 
Actually, the two questions are 
86 closely interlocked as to be 
different aspects of the same 
problem. France is concerned 
over the -re-occupation of the 
Rhineland because . she regards 
it as a threat to her “security”. 
She would not be concerned 
about it if she were perfectly 
convinced that “collective secur- 
ity” was so strong as to rule out 
all danger of her being attacked. 
Had she believed unreservedly 
in collective security she would 
have been prepared to apply 
sanctions more drastically and 
more speedily against Italy. 
She held back because she was 
hovering between a policy based

In which event no 
country but the United States should 
send 6 track and field team to the 
Games ibecause the United States {s 
certain to win this event nor should 
any country but the United States 
and Japan send swimmers because 
the splashers of these two countrics 
will monopolize the tank events, ct 
cetera. 

If averyone had that attitude then 
China would not be sending a delega- 
tlon of over 60 men to Berlin, nor 
avould such other countries ag Peru, 
‘Roumania, ' Turkey, Bulgaris and o 
number of other countrics whose 
athletes do not “have a chance.” : 

But aside from the fact that the 
{dea behind sending a delegation. to 
the Berlin Games 1s not merely to 
win points Filipino athletes who will 
do nent to Berlin have a much better 
chance ‘to score in thelr respective 
events than many local people believe 
they are capable of.

Marie Lloyd hnd very little time

She was a 
vulgar, florid, loud-voiced woman, 
with no clajma to fame, but Maric 
Lloyd had a certain liking for her 
and resented the sight of another 
woman‘ alienating a man’s affec- 
tion. from his wife. 

Belle Elmore disappeared, and 
Crippen told Mrs, Charles Coborn 
and Mias Lottic Albert first that 
she had gone to America, then that 
she had gone to stay with ‘her 
alster at Torquay, and thirdly that 
Belle had died. 

Shortly after he had made these 
different statements to hia friends 
there was a ball at the Horns 
Hotel, Kennington, given once 
a year by the famous music-hall 
society ‘known nas “The Water 
Rats,” and attended by the lend- 
ing lights of varicty. .

“This is a very serious offence; 
there might have been a boiler cx- 
plosion had’ the theft not been dis-

Auatralia’s insistence. onthe serious 
ancial difficulties to be encountered 
by sending team to Europe or 
America docs not appear to be a 
grievance of her own but a gesture 
mTt—of—coa : aT, 
China, Philippines und so forth, 
Australia herself made an estimated 
profit on last’ year’s Davis Cup and 
South Africa tour of £2,371, and it 
has to be remembered that Australla 
did not go further than the semi-final 
in the European Zone. Australia's 
accumulated Davis Cup profits now 
amount to over £8,000. 

Theso very figures may well bo 
used in argument against the propos-
